THE AMERICAN FARMER AND 
THE GOVERNMENT. 


In reply to a request for his views 

upon the bill providing for a system of 
Government warehouses for farm 
products, upon which products treas- 
ury notes can be issued, Senator Car- 
lisle has written a letter, in which he 
very clearly exposes some of the fal- 
lacies and dangers of this visionary 
plan. 
Mr. Carlisle shows that the farmers 
themselves would pay more than their 
fair share of the cost of erecting ware- 
houses, also that not more than one- 
third of the twenty-eight hundred 
counties in the United States, if that 
many, produce and sell annually more 
than five hundred thousand dollars’ 
worth of agricultural products, and. 
therefore, under the bill, not more 
than one-third of them could avail 
themselves of this plan. Thus the 
Government would distribute money 
for the benefit of people living in rich 
and productive counties at the expense 
of the poorer ones. Moreover, Mr. 
Carlisle believes that this is 
a plan to enable unscrupulous 
speculators to take advantage of 
the farmers’ pecuniary necessities, 
and extort exorbitant prices for food 
from the people. The farmer would 
seldom be able to redeem his deposited 
products, but would be forced to sell 
his warehouse receipts—calling for 20 
per cent. of the value of the products— 
for whatever he could get for them. 
In conclusion, Mr. Carlisle very justly 
characterizes this scheme as the long- 
est step yet taken in time of peace 
toward consolidation of power in the 
Federal Government and the subjec- 
tion of the private affairs of the people 
to the control of a central and irre- 
sponsible authority.“ 


The American farmer will have to 
work out his own salvation, in the 
same manner as those who pursue 
otber avocations. The Federal Gov- 
ernment has, we believe, gone as far 
as it can properly goin protecting the 
various industries of the country. 
There are not a few who consider that 
it has already gone too far. In addition 
to such protective duties as Con- 
gress may consider desirable, the 
farmer has the right to ask that the 
Government shall protect him from the 
undue exactions of powerful combina- 
tions of middlemen,transportation com- 
panies and speculators, but more than 
that he cannot fairly expect. If the 
Government ought to loan the farmer 
money on his hay and grain and pota- 
toes, which he cannot readily dispose 
of to advantage, then why should it 
not do the same for the manufacturer 
on his surplus stock, for the artist on 
his landscapes, or the author on his 
thrilling romances? Where would this 
thing end? Why, it would go on until 
such papers as the Trombone, or 
Spring-street -wind instrument, would 
demand that Uncle Sam lend them 
money on circulation,“ existing in 
your mind’s eye, Horatio.“ 

We are decidedly in accord with the 
Department of Agriculture, in the be- 
lief that the true remedy for the exist- 
ing agricultural depression will be 
found inthe raising of more varied 
crops. If a manufacturer finds that 
one sort of cotton goods, or saucepan, 
or cigar does not sell he makes an- 
other. If the author finds that the lit- 
erary market is overstocked with his- 
‘torical novels, he tries tales of ad- 
venture or society. The Bone, 
for instance, changes at will from 
statesmanship to guano. The farmer 
must do the same. Agricultural 
products to the value of many millions 
of dollars are imported annually, which 
products might be raised at home. 
The American farmer runs too much 
inonerut. Wheat and corn and cat- 
tle are low, because we are at present 
raising too, much of them for our 
needs. That is the whole question in 
a nutshell. 

The United States Government can- 
not help the American farmer out of 
this hole. God undoubtedly can, but 
He won't, unless the farmer helps 
himself. 


A WORDY WAR. 


The great discussion which is being 
carried on in the columns of the Even- 
ing Express between Rev. Eli Fay and 
Dr. R. M. Widney, as to whether or 
not the University of Southern Califor- 
nia is a bona fide university, waxes hot- 
ter and more voluminous from week to 
week. Out of regard for its readers 
—and its composition bills—the Ex- 
press has cut the doughty disputants 
down to one letter each, every other 
week. Itis well that it has done so, 
or there would be little room for any- 
thing else in its columns, as the latest 
broadside covers two-thirds of a page, 
the author “dropping into” engravings, 
by way of variety.

HELIOGRAPH SIGNALING, 


Tne Times presents this morning 
the first full and authentic report 
which has been made public of the 
recent concerted practice in Arizona 
and New Mexico with the heliograph 
signal service. This practice, under 
orders from the War Department, was 
undertaken by Col. William J. Volk- 
mar and an able corps of assist- 
ants, beginning May ist and ending 
at sundown May 15th. The public 
already understands that signaling by 
the heliograph system consists of 
flashing rays of sunshine with 
n mirror from one point to another, 


which flashes are read by an estab- 
lished code of signals. The most try- 
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ing tests were made during the prac- 


tice described, and the general-result 
was most satisfactory, messages being 
successfully transmitted a maximum 
distance of 125 miles. The successful 
demonstration of this method of sig- 
naling undoubtedly means its adoption 
to the fullest extent in the service, and 
its amplification to a complete system. 
It means an advance movement in field 


service, which will be adopted by other 
nations, and in future wars, helio- | 


graph signaling will become an im- 
portant factor. The eyes of the civil- 
ized world have been upon the helio- 
graph practice iu Arizona and New 
Mexico, and Col. Volkmar and his 
staff are to be congratulated upon the 
fortunate issue. Brig.-Gen. A. W. 
Greely, Chief Signal Officer of the 
Government, made a trip to the prac- 
tice grounds expressly to observe 
them, and pronounces the experiments 
the most complete, thorough and sat- 
isfactory that have ever been made,

Carlisle Dissects the Ware- 
house Scheme. 


The Kentucky Senator Thinks the 
Project Ruinous to Farmers, 
Bat a Bonanza to Monopolists and 
Greedy Speculators. 


A Device to Compe! the Government 
to Issue Money to the Rich 
and Oppress the 
Poor:

WASHINGTON, May 31.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Senator Carlisle has 
written a letter to B. F. Howard of 
pTuskegee,Ala.,in response to a request 
for his views upon the bill providing 
for a system of Government ware- 
houses for farm products upon which 
products treasury notes can only be 
issued. The Senator says in begin- 
ning that the statement of Howard and 


associates that they are in favor of 
„equal justice to all, and special fa- 
vors to none,“ embodies sound Demo- 
cratic doctrine, and if it had been 
strictly adhered to in Congress during 
the past twenty-five years, the evils of 
which farmers and others justly com- 
plain would have been averted and the 
whole country would now be prosper- 
ous and contented. 

“The farmers have been taxed so 
long,“ Carlisle continues, for the ben- 
efit of other classes, and have seen 80 
much legislation for the aggrandize- 
ment of corporations and syndicates, 
that their patience is exhausted and 
they are now demanding that the very 
policy which they have heretofore an- 
nounced as unjust and ruinous shall 
be applied to them, or rather part of 
them, for no scheme yet suggested 
would operate alike upon all farmers. 
But no evil can be corrected by in- 
creasing its magnitude and extending 
the scope of its operations. Theré<is 
but one effectual remedy for the evil 
which undoubtedly exisis, and that is 
— „reverse the policy which produced 

The Senator, after rehearsing the 
features of the sub-treasury plan and 
noting the fact that the farmers 
themselves will pay more than their 
fair share of the cost of erecting 
warehouses, and that the officers con- 
nected with them will be partisans of 
the Administration in power, says: 

Not more than one-third of the twenty- 
eight hundred counties in the United States, 
if that many, produce and sell annually more 
than five hundred thousand dollars“ worth 
of agricultural products, and therefore 
under the bili not more than ope-third of 
them could avail themselves of this plas. 
At the very outset, therefore, it is a plan to 
compel the Government to issue and dis- 
tribute money for the benefit of people liv- 
ing in rich and productive counties at the 
expense of the poorer ones. Moreover, it is 
a pian to enabie unscrupulous speculators 
to take advantage of the farmers’ pecuniary 
necessities and extort exorbitant prices for 
‘food from the people. 

In a great majority of cases the farmer 
never will be abie to redeem the deposited 
products, but will be forced to lose the re- 
maining 20 per cent. of the value., or sell his 
warehouse receipts for whatever he can get 
for them, which will be very little, for it 
must be remembered that after he gets his 
warehouse receipts be has a remaining in- 
terest of only 20 per cent., less,the c 
for interest, sto etc., and this is all he 
can dispose of. He will find the time rap- 
idly apprg ching when he must have money 
to redeem his products or sell his small re- 
maining interests, or allow them to be sold 
at public auction by the Government, and 
this will be the golden 2 of spec- 
ulators, whose agents will swarm all over 
the country ready to take receipts from em- 
barassed owners for merely nominal sums. 

Senator Carlisle argued at length to 
show that the plan proposed would 
produce the annual expansion and 
contraction of the currency which 
would resuitin ‘absolutely destroying 
the market upon which the farmer 
must depend for the sale of his crops. 


No such facilities as this project will | 


afford for the controlling markets for 
purely speculative purposes,“ says he, 
„have ever existed in this any 
other country, and no more rfect 
system for oppression of the poor could 
be devised.’’ In conclusion Senator 
Carlisle says that even if it could be 
conclusively shown that this, or any 
similar scheme would be pecuniarly 
beneficial to any particular class of 
people he would still be unalterably 
opposed to it, because, in his opjnion, 
it would be another wide and danger- 
ous departure from the principles upon 
which our political institutions are 
founded. It would, in fact, be the 
longest step yet taken in time of peace 
toward consolidation of power in the 
Federal Government and subjection of 
the private affairs ofthe people to the 
control of a central and irresponsible 
authority.

The North 
American Review bas an article by 
Parnell stating the Irish party’s objec- 
tion to Balfour’s Irish Land-purchase 
Bill. Parnell characterizes the meas- 
ure as “insufficient and dishonest,” 
insufficient because if would not reech 
more than one out of every four Irish 
tenants, and them there would be many 
in the favored minority who have no 
right or claim to enjoy the benefits of 
land purchased at the expense of the 
State. It would take upward of one hun- 
dred and six million pounds toenable 
all Irish tenanteenfitied to become own- 
ers of their holdings. The State would 
never advance the vast sum necessary 
for the pu , ap every one concedes 
that 280.005.000 is the utmost sum the 
British taxpayers can be induced to 


guarantee. 

The Irish party holds, therefore, that 
the land act of 1881 should first be so 
amended as to secure tenants’ im- 
provements, From the infliction of 
rent, great abuses have attended the 
working of the land purchase meas- 
ures. The resources are being scanda- 
lously misspent, while the question is 
left unsolved. Moreover, the grossest 
favoritism has been shown in the se- 
lection of estates for whose purchase 
advances of blic money are to be 
made. Up to ber 31, 1888, five 
hundred and thirty owners sold estates 
to tenants for £3,793,000. Of these 
five hundred and thirty owners thirty- 
four walked off with £2,.251,000. This 
is not the manner in which the ques- 
tion should be settled. Other objec- 
tions are set forth.

GEN. GRIERSON THINKS NOT, 


But District Attorney Stilwell Makes 
a Full Statement in Confirma- 
tion of the First 
Report. 


Something of a mystery seems to be 
growing up surrounding the killing of 
Robert Hardie. It is now asserted 
that the murder was not committed by 
Indians at all. Gen. Grierson has re- 
ceived an official report from the com- 
manding officer at Fort Huachuca, 
which throws some light on the mat- 
ter. According to this report the 
nearest tracks found are about twelve 
miles from where the killing took 
place, and the scouts think they were 
made four or five days before the kill- 
ing. ‘The report states that when the 
body was examined the wound which 
caused death was in the chest, 
and the bullet had been fired, 
straight at him from the 
front by a person who was within 
a few feet of him, for his index finger 
of the left hand was badly powder- 
burned. The report states that when 
the body was reached Hardie's money 
and valuables were found in his pock- 
ets, showing that his murderer did not 
rob him. 

Gen. Grierson stated to a Tres re- 
porter yesterday that he has scouts out 
and will keep them on the trail until 
the mystery is solved, if possible. He 
is confident that there were no hostile 
Indians within miles of the scene of 
the murder. 

District Attorney W. H. Stilwell of 
Tombstone is at the Hollenbeck. He 
examined the witnesses at the coro- 
ner’s inquest, and to a representative 
of Tue Ius last night he made the 
following statement: The body of 
Mr. Hardie arrived in Tombstone about 
10:30 Sunday morning.

“The jury proceeded from my office 
tothe undertaking-rooms, where the 
body, after it had been properly 
dressed, was exhibited in my presence. 
It disclosed a gunshot wound lessthan 
twoinches to. the right of the left 
nipple, and about one-half an inch 
above it. Also a wound at the left of 
the spinal column, and, considerably 
lower than the wound in the breast. 
Dr, Haynes was the first witness ex- 
amined, and stated that on Saturday 
Mr. Hardie and.himself left Col. Gray’s 
ranch, where they were stopping, and 
roceeded up Rucker Cafion on horse- 
ack for a pleasure ride. They trav- 
eled possibly five or six miles, turned 
around and had proceeded to a point 
within .about two miles of Col. Gray’s 
ranch. Mr. Hardie was riding in ad- 
vance of Dr. Haynes, possibly fifteen 
feet. Suddenly a volley was fired and 
r. Hardie fell to the und, his 
orse proceeding down the cafion 
toward his bome. Dr. Haynes at 
once dismounted, lifted the body of 
his brother-in-law, noticed the wound 
and that life was extinct. He then 
stepped back to his horse and was in 
the act of mounting when asingle shot 
was fired, when his horse reeled and 
staggered from him. He started rap- 
idiy down the cafion, and was about to 
pass from a clearing which he had just 
crossed. Up to this time he had seen 
no person and had observed no smoke, 
and knew not from what direction 
the fatal shots had come, 
He stopped and turned round, and for 
the first time saw an Indian bare- 
headed and with paint on his tace, 
about sixty feet behind and pursumg 
him. The Indian at once raised his 
un to his face and fired. The Doctor 
umped to the bushes near him and 
took a zigz course down the 
caflon, through the thickest brush 
he could select, till he fell 
from exhaustion. He hesitated a 
moment, made another attempt 
to escape when he fell the second time. 
He then saw, a little in advance, the 
horse which his brother-in-law had 
been riding, which gave him courage 
to make another attempt, and resultea 
in his reaching the horse, which he 
succeeded in mounting and making his 
escape with. This horse, formerly 
ridden by ‘Mr. Hardie, carried a rifle 
strapped behind the saddle. Mr. 


Hardie had upon his person, when} 


shot, a belt filled with cart- 
ridges. As soon as Dr. Haynes 
reached Col. Gray’s house they sum- 
moned Mr. Bannon and one or two 
other neighbora and returned to the 
scene of the killing. They arrived 
there about dark. They discovered 
that the belt of cartridges had been 
taken from the body of Mr. Hardie, 
his pockets had been turned inside out 
and his watch taken. The horse for- 
merly ridden by Dr. Haynes lay on 
the ground in an apparently 
dying condition from the wound 
received when the Doctor attempted 
to mount him. The Doctor killed the 
horse to end his suffering. The can- 


‘teen which Dr, Haynes had fastened 


to the pummel of his saddle had also 
been taken. The body of Hardie was 
— in the wagon and taken to 

mbstone, where it arrived as above 
stated. 

Mr. Bannon was the next witness 
sworn. He said he had been a resident 
of Cochise county about nine years and 
corroborated the statement ot Dr. 


Haynes as to the scene of 
the murder from observations 
made when he arrived there 


as one of the party who went after the 
body. It was too dark to investigate 
the question as to who did the killing. 

Dr. G. E. Goodfellow was the next 
witness called. Ile testified that he 
had beld an autopsy, and described the 
wound as showing that the shot had 


been fired from an elevation much | 


higher than the person of Mr. Hardie; 
that the course of the ball through the 
body was direct; that it had liter-" 
ally tore the heart to pieces, shatter- 
ing the vertebrae and breaking 
a rib in its course; that the ball was a 


_ forty-five caliber, a larger and much 


heavier than the ball of a six-shooter 
or an ordinary Winchester rifle, and 
that death had been instantaneous. 
Excepting one or two contusions on 
the body, there were no other marks 
than the wound above described. There 
were no marks of powder on the hand 


or face.

In the issue 
of the 23d inst. you style the Stanford 
bill, which provides cheap money for 
farmers, “An Impracticable Scheme.“ 

Please allow me to give reasons why 
I indorse thé rough outline of said bill, 
and why, in the future, such a measure 
as Mr. Stanford has outlined, will be- 
come tke law of the land. 

What I now write is based on official 
reports, made by the Comptroller of 
the Currency in 1880, aud I presume 
that about the same relative relation 
is sustained between the banks and the 
people in 1890. 

In 1880 there were, of all classes of 
banks, less than seven thousand in the 
United States, and representing a 
V 0 of about six hundred and 

tty million dollars. The same report 
says that at that time (1880) these 
banks had on deposit two billions two 
hundred and nineteen millions seven 
hundred and ninety thousand dollars 
of the people’s money. 

Now, Mr. Editor, by. the use of a 
few figures I find:the following start- 
ling result: is entitled 

o full credit tor the figures given, 
which prove the result, are certitied to 
by every banker Who, upon oath, de- 
clarea collectively that the reports 
were true. Now, let us see on what 
class of citizens the Government can 
best afford to depend at all times, and 
especially in time of war, whether the 
banker or the citizen. Let us see. 

By the figures given 1 find the banks, 
collectively, are indebted to the people 
nearly eight dollara for every dollar 
represent, invested. 

Could a more hopeless case of bank- 
ruptcy exist? Why, sir, they are not 
only bankrupt, but are living on the 
interest of what they owe! 

While the despised farmers and other 
industrial classes own the wealth of 
the country, produce what the masses 
subsist on, and supply the bauks with 
capital free, in order to keep the wolf 
from the banker’s door. 

In view of the foregoing facts, I ask 
you, Mr. Editor, if the people are not 
entitled to money at the same price the 
banker pays the Government for

CONGRESS OF DUCTORS. 


Coming International Gather- 
ing in Berlin. 


THE TENTH AND LARGEST BODY. 


Some of the Famous Physicians 
Who Will Be There—A Large 
American Delegation 
to Be Present. 


[COPYRIGHTED, 1890. 
BERLIN, May 10, 1890.—[Special cor- 
respondence of Tue Times.] The aged 
Prof. Virchow is an exceedingly busy 
man just at present. In spite of his 
years he is still the most thoroughly 
active member of the medica! profes- 
sion in Berlin. Age bas not diminished 
his energies; but this year he has had 
an additional burden of work imposed 
upon him, in connection with the ap- 
proaching International Medical Con- 
gress. The Professor is chairman of the 
committee on organization, and is as- 
sisted in his duties by Drs. von Berg- 
man, Leyden and Waldemeyer. He 
gives me the assurance that the con- 
gress, in point of attendance and im- 
portance, will go very far beyond any 
of its predecessors. The work of the 
committee is well advanced, and invi- 
tations are now being sen; out to al- 
most every country uuder the sun, to- 
gether with au announcement of the 
preliminary programme of the con- 
gress. 

Thus far only one thing has arisen 
to mar the harmony of the work of 
reparation. With the exception of 
rance, every Europeau nation will be

It is significant, too, that while the 
prospects of the congress have been 
w.dely discussed by medical journals in 
other countries, those of France have 
been silent.

Drs. de 
Lefort, Recamier, Landolt and Apos- 
toli made the fight for Paris, while Prof. 
Martin of thiscity and Albert Gihon, 
Medical Director of the United States 
navy, together with the entire German 
aud American delegations and several 
others, were the champions of Berlin. 
They referred to the fact that the first 
congress bad been held in Paris in 
1867, then in Florence, 1866: Vienna, 
1873; Brussels, 1875; Geneva, 1877; Hol- 
lund, 1879; London, 1881; Copenhagen 
1884, and Washington, 1887, an 
claimed that now it was due to Ger- 
many that Berlin should have the 
honor. 

However, there will be no lack of 
jbigh medical talent and forensic 
ability in the congress. The session 
will last four days, from 11 o’clock in 


noon. ‘There will be in all over three 
thousand delegates in attendance, in- 
cluding nearly a thousand from the 
United States, being a large increase 
over the American representation in 
the lust congress, when there were 
only two hundred and twenty delegates 
from that country.

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SIGNAL SERVICE. 
The Heliograph in Arizona 
and New Mexico. 


a TWO THOUSAND MILES OF FLASH. 


Many Tests Applied and Most Suc- 
cessful Results Obtained—A 
History of the Service— 

Its Organization. 


Last April readers of Tur Times 
were favored with quite an extended 
account of the heliograph, as adopted 
by the Government for signaling pur- 
poses in the army, and a report was 
given of experiments made under the 
supervision of Col. William J. Volk- 
mar, in transmitting messages, by 
flashes of light, between Prospect Park 
hill in this city, and Raymond Hill, 
South Pasadena. At that time Col. 
Volkmar had nearly all his arrange- 
ments completed for beginning in Ari- 
zona and N 
tended and most thorough test of the 
heliographic service ever undertaken, 
which duty had been assigned him by 
the War Department. The experi- 
ments here were merely a preliminary 

ractice for some of the men to keep 

ir hands in.“ 

THE HELIOGRAPH ArrAnA Tus 
employed in flashing messages, it will 
be remembered, consists of a plane 
rectangular mirror mounted on a tri- 
pod, set to catch the rays of the sun 
and reflect them to the distant point 
signaled. A little screen, worked by a 
lever, serves to cut off the projected 
flash at the will of the operator, and 


thus by alternately opening and clos- 


ing the screen—making short and long 
flashes and grouping them in accord- 
ance with the Morse telegraphic alpha- 
bet—messages are transmitted. The 
oe ag is extremely simple and very 
effective and reliable in open weather 
when the sun is shining fairly. 


? 
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When the operator signals with his 
back to the sun it is necessary to add a 
second mirror to the appliance, which 
catches the direct rays and reflects 
them to the first mirror, and this in 
turn makes the signal flash. 

Previous to the summer of 1889 a 
large share of the signaling in the 
army service had been done by the 
“*flag-and-torch system.“ In this an 
operator standing on an eminence in 

ew of an observer some miles away 
took in his hand by daylight a flag, or 
in the night time a torch. 

SIGNALING. 

Lowering the flag or torch in the 
right hand to a horizontal position and 
raising again to a vertical signified a 
dot; lowering in the left hand meant a 
dash. A grouping of dots and dashes 
in this way, according to the English 
Morse alphabet (which up to that time 
was the standard), sufficed to convey 
messages very intelligibly. But this 
system of communication was not 
available for distances of over fifteen 
or twenty miles, aceording to the state 
of the weather and other conditions, 

Something had been accomplished, 
in a desultory way, with the new appa- 
ratus called a heliograph. which trans- 
mitted its messages by flashes of sun- 
light. as already described. But the 
whole signal service as thus consti- 
tuted was looked upon by the more 
conservative element of the army, in- 
cluding the rank and file, as a dille- 
tanti branch of the service, and the 
operators were classified as 'the look- 
ing-glass and handkerchief brigade.” 

Nevertheless the men at the head of 
the army— those who were called upon 

to devise ways and means and do the 
thinking—recognized the great utility 


ot the signal service, even in its crude 


stage of evolution, and in the flash 
light of the heliograph they foresaw 
GREAT POSSIBILITIES. 

Accordingly to Col. William J. Volk- 
mar, an officer already distinguished for 
his energy, thoroughness and scientific 
attainments, was assigned the task of 
organizing a heliograpbic corps in Ari- 
zona and New Mexico, and making 
tests to demonstrate the greatest capa- 
bilities of the device. Col. Volkmar 
took upon himself this painstaking 
labor in addition to his regular duties 


as Assistant Adjutant-General of the 


Department of Arizona. He went at it 
con amour, and infused into the new 
pees all the ardor of his nature. 
nthusiasm being epidemic, his assist- 
ants were soon as much in earnest as 
himself, and together they went at 
work in a way to command success. 
An order of the War Department 
last year 2 the signaling alpha- 
bet from the English Morse system to 
the American Morse. The difference 
between the two is that the English 
system uses only dots and dashes, 
while the American has dots, dashes 
and spaces. It was found that the 


space could be distinguished between 


flashes very readily, and the American 
alphabet was more satisfactory, being 
in common use upon American tole- 
graph lines. In the flag-and-torch ser- 
vice it became necessary to intro- 
duce a third motion to designate 
the space, which was determined to be 
a forward drop and raise to the verti- 
cal. The latter service was thus made 
somewhat more complicated, but that 
was a minor consideration. | 

Besides perfecting the apparatus and 
amending the system, it became neces- 
sary to have a trained corps of opera- 
tors—men of good intelligence and 
discrimination. a quick eye and such a 
knowledge of the Morse alphabet that 
they could read the flashes on sight. 
To this end classes were formed and 
instruction was continued through 
succeeding months with the utmost 
thoroughness. 


THE FIRST CONCERTED PRACTICE

in November, 1889. A brief outline of 
what was undertaken and accomplished 
at that time is given in the following 
extract from the official report of Col. 
Volkmar, published last December: 

Instructions were given by the Depart 
mane Commander for occupying on Novem- 
ber 17th ult., as — stations as circum- 
stances would permit, in the heliograph di- 
visions of Bayard, Bowie, Grant, Huachuca, 
Lowell, Mebowell and San Carlos, for con- 
certed practice of five days, beginning at 9 
o’clock a.m. op November 18th. The com- 
manding officer at Fort Verde was also 
authorized to send a party to assist in 
operating Mt. Reno station of the McDowell 
division, and the commanding officers at 
Forts Marcy, Stanton and Wingate and of 
San Diego Barracks were ordered to send 
a few- operators to assist in the Bayard, 
Bowie and Huachuca divisions to familiar- 
ize~ these men with the general heliograph 
system of the department. 

The murder of some civilian guards and 
escape of a number of Indian convicts, not 
far from Globe, Atiz., caused active move- 
ments of troops upon the Indian reservation, 
resulting in some uneasiness among the 
indians about San Carlos; so in order not 
t increase this disquiet by unusual flashing 
of heliograph messages from peaks upon 
the reservation, telegraphic orders were 
given to suspend the proposed practice for 
all stations lying to the north and north- 
west of Mt. Graham, near Fort Grant; the 
practice there and south to be held as first 
irected, 
Mt. Graham is one of the most important 
Stations in the general heliograph system 
of the department, connecting all the north- 
ern and central divisions with those of the 
south, southeast and southwest. The de- 
partinent commander accordingly sent his 
— alde-de- camp. Lieut. J. A. Perry. 

enth Infantry, to observe and 
report upon working of the heliograph 
lines from that point. ‘The Chief Sinai 
Officer of the department was ordered to 
proceed to Fort Bowie, Fort Bayard and 
such other points as might be necessary, to 
supervise the 22 operations of all 
lines opened at that time. 


THE OUTCOME. 

After reporting in detail the result 
of experiments between various sta- 
2 Col. Volkmar sums up as fol- 
ows: 


The “through” lines of the general de- 
partment system have now been actually 
tested, at various times, from Fort Stanton 
in the east to Fort Huachuca in the south- 
west; also to Mt. Graham and Table Moun- 
tain in the center; with further proof of 
the lines from Fort Thomas to Mt. Turn- 
bull, and thence, via Sav Carlos, to the 
Triplets; leaving open only the short spaces 
between Mt. Turnbull and Table Moun- 
tain, Mt. Turnbull and Mt Graham. 
These, it is expected, have been closed by 
this date by parties now at work. The 
Stanton and Bayard divisions are also now 
engaged upon special reconnoisances for a 
new short line connecting those divisions. 
Lieuts. Hovey, ‘Twenty-fourth Infantry, 
and Paddock, Sixth Cavalry, are in charge 
of this work. ° 

It is held, and perhaps correctly, by an 
officer now occupying one of the most emi- 
nent military piaces in Europe, that suc- 
cess in the next great war will probably 
fall to that commander having the most 
perfect system of rapid communication ot 
orders to the widely-separated fragments 
of his forces. The field-telegraph to con-

linvite particular attention to the m- 
closed special recommendations of de- 
sirable improvements, found necessary by 
actual field tests of the heliographs de- 
scribed in general orders No. 99, series of 
1888, headquarters of the army, Adjutant- 
General’s office. As some thirty of these 
instruments have already been supplied for 
service in this department, I beg that the 
matter be at once brought to the notice of 
the Chief Signal Officer of the Army. 
Having been particularly charged by the 
Department Commander with this addi- 
tional duty of carrying out orders regarding 
signaling, received from superior authority, 
am hopeful that the heliograph system of 
this department will attain entire success, 
as the country and other conditions usually 
lend themselves more readily to hellograph - 
ing than they doelsewhere. If all officers 
and men wil) show as commendable zeal as 
has been displayed in this first attempt, 
success of the general system is insured. 


FURTHER EFFORTS. 

The instruments having been im- 
proved in accordance with detailed 
suggestions; the principal stations hav-

ing been established and bearings fixed 
so that all other communicating sta- 
tions might readily be brought in range 
"tee the flash light; the men of the 

ignal corps having been given prac- 
tice in some very rugged mountain 
climbing and in operating under all the 
difficulties which might naturally be 
expected in the fleld—the preliminary 
work was carefully considered and 
pronounced good. The longest dis- 
tance over which intelligible signals 
had been flashed in Arizona was about 
forty-five miles. 

Being well pleased with the prelim- 
inaries, the department ordered a gen- 
eral concerted practice to take place 
from May Ist to 15th ult.,and prep- 
arations to this end were under- 
taken with the most careful elabora- 
tion. Members of the corps were kept 
in practice, and the work of arrang- 
ing specifications and improving and 
more thorougbly designating stations 
was carried forward systematically. 

GENERAL PRACTICE ORDERED. 

General orders No. 2, issued by Col. 
Grierson, commanding the depart- 
ment, provided for this general prac- 
tice as follows:

On May 4th Col. Volkmar moved to 
Bowie heliograph division, where he 
was joined by Gen. Greely, Chief Sig- 
nal Officer of the United States, and 
Capt. Murray, Fourth Cavalry, super- 
intendent of the Arizona lines. 

According to general orders, five 
days had been allowed for local prac- 
tice between stations, so that every- 
thing might be got into working 
order, but the full -limit was not re- 
quired, and on the 5th inst. Col. Volk- 
mar assumed direct command of the 
system by the first through heliograph 
message via all stations to terminals 
of the main line and branches.

Nearly all of the stations were occu- 
pied hy the operating squads before 


Henely on the east a direct run of 130 
miles, with only one intermediate sta- 
tion. Col. Volkmar sent an unexpected 
test message of 97 words to Stein’s Peak, 
which was delivered: in 22 minutes, 
including all breaks. Gen. Greely 
sent a message to Washington. It 
went by flash 275 miles via Bowie, 
Grant, San Carlos, Verde and Whipple 
heliograph stations to Prescott, Ariz., 
whence it was transmitted by tele- 
graph to Washington and duly re- 
ceived. 

As a result of experiments, Mt. 
Grabam and Fort Huachuca, distance 
90 miles, were connected, and this, with 
communication over one hundred miles 


made a length of 190 miles of line with 
only one intervening station. This 
was further connected with Baker’s 
Butte (56 miles flash,) and Bald Moun- 
tain (60 miles flash,) making an aggre- 
gate run ot 306 miles between Fort 
Huachuca and Bald Mountain, with 
only three intervening stations.

AN UNEXPECTED TEST 
was applied. The stations at Henely 
(Lieut. Rhodes) and Fort Cummings 
(Lieut. Leitch) were ordered to turn 
their flashes for fifteen minutes upon 
the railroad hotel at Deming. There 
were three repetitions by telegraph 
and three by heliograph in executing 
this order, and althongh over an hour 
was lost in the transmission of the 
message by a Western Union messen- 
ger at Silver City the flash at Fort 
Cummings was blazing on the desig- 


nated spot at Deming in less than 
three hours from the giving of the first 


order. 


May Sth. 9th and 10th were passed 
by the commander and party at Fort 
Bayard receiving reports. Allof the 
stations worked successfully except 
Sierra Blanca, No. 24. For the failure 
at that station there was a multiplicit 
of causes, including high winds, blind- 
ing dust, glare, haze and possibly a 
faulty reconnoisance for the station. 

The nearest western communicating 
station was on the San Audreas Moun- 
tains, 54 miles distant. When the 
failure at Sierra Blanca was discov- 
ered it was too late tosupply the sta- 
tion with a large heliograph instru- 
ment, so Lieut. Pershing of the Sixth 
Cavalry, in charge of the Fort Stanton 
terminus, improvised an apparatus 
with two large common mirrors which 
Maj. Adam, in command of the post, 
hurried forward to Sierra Blanca. 
This device worked well, but the diffi- 
culties were not entirely obviated. * 

THROUGH MESSAGES. 

On the morning of May 10th Col. 
Volkmar started from Fort Bayard a 
through test message to Whipple sta- 
tion, and all intermediate and branch 
stations. There were one hundred and 
üfty-nine words in the body of the 
message and twenty-seven words in 
the address and signature, making a 
total of one hundred and eighty-six 
words.

INDIVIDUAL RIVALRY. 

Officers in charge of the various sta- 
tions began to besiege the command- 
ing officer with requests for permission 
to try experiments on their own hook, 
and, when these were deemed feasible, 
permission was granted. Lieut. Dun- 
can of the Ninth Infantry,in charge 


ot the station at Baker’s Butte, tried 


to signal Mt. Graham, a distance of 
160 miles, but failed on account of in- 
tervening mountain ranges cutting 
off the view. Another officer 
tried to span a distance of 
105 miles, and another 140 miles 
but both failed, owing to clouds of 
dust. Successful communication was 
established between Baker's Butte 
anda point on the Pinal Mountains, 
near Globe, a distance of 80 miles. 

But all of these special runs were 
thrown in the shade May 13th, when 
Station 5, Mt. Reno, under Lieut. Wit- 
tenmeyer, Ninth Infantry, and Station 
11, Mt. Graham, under charge of Lieut. 
Dade, Tenth Cavalry, assisted by 
Lieut. Peterson, Tenth Infantry; all 
under orders of Capt. Murray, opened 
communication with a flash of 125 
miles.

On the morning of Sunday, May 
llth, Col. Volkmar ordered the lines 
closed for rest. and he proceeded to the 
terminus at Whipple, where he re- 
mained until the practice closed. ‘The 
final through message was sent May 
14th, and practice was closed at sunset 
May 15th. 

Thus in the practice of May Ist-15th, 
inclusive, messages were transmitted 
over about two thousand miles of con- 
nected flash line, Single flashes were 
made over 65, 70, 87, 90, 100 and 125 
miles respectively. Every sort of test 
that could be devised was madé, and 
all with the most gratifying results. 
Gen. Greely, who came from Washing- 
ton for the especial purpose and per- 
sonally inspected a part of the prac- 
tice, has pronounced it the most com- 
prehensive and best-planned scheme 
ever devised, and he has taken occa- 
sion to bestow the highest encomiums

corps. Col. Volkmar in turn gives 
great praise to his subordinates from 
one end of the line to the other. He 
knows the difficulties and hardships 
they undertook so cheerfully to assure 
the success of the project, and he 
thoroughly appreciates their zeal and 
singleness of purpose. Many happy 
devices were originated to overcome 
defects, and success was thus snatched 
from defeat in a number of instances. 

The accompanying illustrations will 
give a fair idea of the heliograph ser- 
vice as established, and of the methods 
employed in signaling. 

The following calculation, embodied 
in Col. Volkmar’s report of last De- 
cember, is appended as a matter of 
interest: . 

VISIBILITY OF HELIOGRAPH FLASH. 

Assuming the sun’s distance from the 
earth as 92,500,000 miles, the sun’s diameter

HIGH LICENSE. 


Riverside’s Saioon-keeper Will Pay 
$2000 a Year. 

The hew City Trustees at Riverside 
have fixed the saloon license at $2000 
per annum. The following is a sum- 
mary of the provisions of the ordi- 
bo licensed to sell 

No n shall be lice 80 
spirituous, vinous, malt or mixed mf 
uors unless he shall first give a bon 
in the penal sum of $6000, with at 
least two good and sufficient securi- 
ties. 

No person who is holden upon any 
bond given under the provisions of the 
preceding section shall be permitted to 
become a surety upon any other bond 
of like character. 

All liquor sold or given away under 
the provisions of this ordinance shall 


shall not contain any card, billiard or 
pool table, or any bench or chair of any 
kind, save those actually necessary for 
the licensee or his nr 

No liquor shall be sold or given to 
any female, Indian, minor, or to any 
person under the influence of liquor, 
or to ap habitual drunkard, or to any 
person after having been requested in 
writing, not to do so, by the wife, 
guardian or 22 of such person. 

No place for dispensing liquors un- 
der the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be located within 100 feet fol- 
lowing the line of the street, of any 
building, or part of a building used as 
a church, schoolhouse, or for any Fed- 
eral, State, county or — pur- 
poses within the corporate its of 
the city of Riverside. 

It shall be closed and remain closed 
from 10 p.m. on Saturday till 5 a.m. 
Monday, and between the hours of 10 
p.m. and 5 a.m. at all other times. 
Application must be presented in 
Writing; accompanying the same with 
the required bond, and the license 
shall be issued upon payment of $500, 
for three months to the city marshal. 
This ordinance shall not apply to the 
sale of liquors for medicinal purposes 
by a licensed druggist, upon a phy- 
sician’s prescription, licensed to prac- 
tice under the laws of the State of 
California. 

No part of this ordinance shall be 
constructed or understood as prohibit- 
ing the owner or lessee of any hotel 
containing 40 bedrooms and upward, 
from serving or furnishing to regular 
guests of such hotels spirituous, 
vinous, malt or mixed liquors at their 
meals, and at no other time.
